Readers might be interested to know 
who wrote some of the ‘“‘heavy’’ music 
for some of Mr. Karloff’s films of the 
1930 era. Specially composed main title 
music was by one Bernhardt Kaun. A 
James Dietrich composed the original 


music for THE MUMMY (excluding the 
main title music which was written/ 
arranged from the main title to DRAC- 
ULA, which was the classical piece 
“Swan Lake’ by Tchaikovsky). Heinz 
Roemheld (Oscar winner) arranged clas- 
sical themes for the 1934 film THE 
BLACK CAT. The organ music in the 
latter was Bach's Doric Tocatta and 
Adagio in A Minor. The music from 
BLACK CAT was later used in the Kar- 
loff film THE RAVEN, also with specially 
composed music by Clifford Vaughan. 
Roemheld also scored two other Uni- 
versal horror fantasy films of that time, 
THE INVISIBLE MAN and DRACULA'S 
DAUGHTER.
